Claude B. Hurlbut, former Brown- 
wood man now engaged in business 
at Lut ' ' cl:, has 
developed 
on his 
farm a new feed known as “Alger­ 
ia»” which is said 
to

a heavy 
producer of grain and foliage even 
in long periods of drouth. A recent 
dispatch from Lubbock said: 
“Algeria,” a new feed gram, has 
been originated 
on 
the 
farm 
of 
Claude B. Hurlbut here. 
After an 
which the 
product 
was 
fare fully 
watched , it is 
now* 
recognized by 
the government as a distinct type of 
the grain sorghum family. The name 
Algeria has been accepted by Gov­ 
ernment men and the 
feed is now 
ready for marketing purposes, Hurl­ 
but said. 
Algeria gives promise of greatly 
enlarging the usefulness 
of 
grain 
sorghums, Hurlbut 
believes 
as he 
points out 
that it 
produces far 
more per acre and has more than 
twice the amount of fodder than the 
average grain 
sorghum.

has 
also proven, he says, that the grain 
will reproduce itself without 
going 
back to the grains from which it 
has been built «p. 
“Hurlbut says tests have 
proven 


than the iced will withstand drouth 
better than the other grain sovh- 
ums. 
The new product has a root 
similar to the Indian eorn, with a 
head from 12 to 18 inches in length, 
a n d heavily laden with grain. The

S A boy I always shuddered when 
I heard the mountain lion men­ 
tioned. In my mind the mountain lion 
was a fierce, bloodthirsty animal whose 
chief pastime was falling upon de­ 
fenseless travelers as they passed un­ 
der the limb of the tree upon which 
he was crouching, and entlag fhem up. 
bones and all. Now 1 am completely 
disabused of that erroneous Idea. The 
mountain Hon. so It 1» sold by those 
^ who know him intimately. Is a brag­ 
gart, a blusterer, he talks a good deal 
while at heart he Is an arrant coward. 
It Is not that the lion Is not strong 
enough 
to 
protect 
himself. 
His 
strength Is ainnzing. He can drag 
another animal of five times his 
welgtlt. He makes a great fuss, but 
when «ianger approaches he takes to 
his heels. 
“It makes for a tree,” one who 
knows Its liahits i^ n y s , “where It stays 
until a hunter approaches, then It 
Jumps to the ground and runs for an­ 
other tree. 
After being run out of 
two or thr«'e trees It Is alumt worn 
out. being very short winded, and re­ 
fuses to leave. 
Hanging on to Its 
perch iui a limb with all claws dug 
Into the hark It refuses to Jump, even 
though punched at with a stick. The 
author says that he has often climbed 
out on the branch of a tree and taken 
snapeluds of a lion while sitting with­ 
in six feet of It Apart from hissing 
and growling It shows no signs of 
fight.”
